AsLort time ago In speaking of the 
grand achievements ot the Republican 
party, we stated that the Homestead Act 
was a Republican measure, that it was cs* 
poufed by the Republican party, that it 
was parsed by Republican votes, mod that 
it received the opposition cl the Demo* 
cretic party rn Congress. A writer id the 
Beloit Graphic denies that the Republican 
party deserves 
the 
exclusive 
credit 
of originating the Homestead Act. 
To 
satisfy the Graphic writer that we were 
right in our statements, it seems we must 
refer to the records of Congress, in 1858-9 
‘ the question came up in the House of Rep* 
sentatifcs, ot preventing the public lauds 
falling into the hands of speculators 
and monopolists. The Republican party 
was pledged to the measure ol "land for 
the landless. ” while the Democratic par­ 
ty for years had advocated the selling of 
the 
public 
lauds 
to 
monopo­ 
lists aud spsculitors. The Republican par. 
ty in Congress attempted to pass the 
free homestead bill in 1858, 
1859, and 
1860, but they were opposed by the Dem­ 
ocratic party. The record clearly discloses 
the fact that the Republican and the Dem­ 
ocratic parties—one representing the in­ 
terests of the free labor of the country, 
aud the other the pretensions of the slave 
master of the South—came to a distinct 
issue upon the homestead bill. After two 
years of a hard struggle, the Republican 
party succeed&l in 
carrying 
the bill 
through both houses in 1860, but on the 
22 J of J uae, 1860. James Buchanan ve­ 
toed the bill! 
Thus defeated by the Democrats in the 
attempt to open the public domain to the 
laboring men, the Republicans were de­ 
termined not to abandon the cause of (<Jand 
for the landless.’* The policy of the Dem. 
ocratic party of dealing out the public 
lands to the speculators and to the slave 
hoi J irs was a curse to Jhe nation, and the 
Republicans were pledged against it. The

Yo Semite Water Falls. 
Some of the waterfalls of the Yo Semite 
are wonderful and marvelous rn their 
grandeur, sublimity and magnitude. The 
great fall of Niagara, one of the wonders 
of the world, is only 163 feet high. The 
Yo Semite fall, a half a mile back of our 
hotel, which we visited in the early morn­ 
ing, leaps down 1,G00 leet at a single 
bound, where it falls on a rocky platform, 
perhaps thirty feet wide; then it leaps 
down 600 feet more on to a similar rocky 
table, from which it makes another clean 
tall of 484 feet, on tbe rocky debris at the 
bottom of the valley.

A Simole Way to Tighten Wagon Tires. 
Etlitor* Warierri U ural:—I have found 
the following way lo lighten wagon tires to 
be success!uI: 
Apply leather rings be­ 
tween the shoulders on the outer ends oi 
the spokes and the corresponding portions 
of the fellies, which may be done as fol­ 
lows: Procure a num ber of small pieces of 
leather from an inch and a-hall to two 
inches in diam eter; with a sharp knife 
aud compasses, or with a cutting punch, 
make round holes in the centers of these 
pieces, and make a straight cut from the 
boles to the outer edge ot the pieces so as 
lo form open rings. 
The holes must be 
made 
ot 
a 
size 
that 
will 
nicely 
lit the tenons 
on 
Ihe 
outer 
ends 
of 
the spokes. 
Place a fulcrum on 
the lop of n hub, on which place your lev­ 
er, with its short end under the felly, near 
a spoke ; have an assistant bear down on 
the outer end sufllcientiy to raise the felly, 
aud expose the shoulder and tenon of the 
ntoke ; open your leather ring aud (It it 
nicely around the tenon, holding it to its 
place while your assistant relaxes the lever 
aud settles the felly firmly upon the leather 
by a blow or two on the tire. 
Having re­ 
peated the process with a su Hi dent num ­ 
ber of spokes to make the tire all right, 
trim of! the projecting leather even with 
the surface of' the spokes, aud your task, 
will be done, 
it your pieces of leather 
should be spongy, hammer them down 
borne before using.

Profit in Wheat# 
Mr. J . I*. Thompson, Secretary of the 
Blichigau State A gricultural S o lely , writes 
to the Country Gentlem an: ‘‘f tie profit on 
wheat is relative, lf a (armer cm sell his 
wheat early al a fair price, aud thereby 
save interest, save hazard, save waste, he 
can make money by selling ruiner than 
holding, 
lf he caa sell wheat even at a 
cheap price and buy lumber, nails, labor 
and building materials at a cheap price, he 
can make money by selling rather than by 
holding. All farmers want capital. 
It a 
tanner can sell his wheat even at a low 
price, and take that money and put it into 
more wheat, into cultivation and lertillzi- 
lion of laud, into labor on m ore land, then 
he perhaps does better than to hold his 
wheat, 
lie keeps his money busy. 
He 
keeps his capital employed. It a man sells 
wheat at a low price and buys land at a 
low price, which is sure to double in 
Value, the a he has not lost money by 
selling his w heat Idle capital at the pres­ 
ent day is winning no laurels. 
Idle wheat 
in the granery is dead capital The lariatr 
does not waul any dead capital about. ‘The 
man who keeps his capital turning, even 
at a small margin, is the man who is m ak­ 
ing any money. 
The day oi large profits 
I* not now. The mcu who have been w ait­ 
ing tor large profits in wheat are the men 
who have lost money. 
The men who are 
making money in tar rn mg are the men 
who turn their capital often, who employ 
labor, who make improvements, who put 
mooey into crops and stocks judiciously, 
and who do business satisfied with small 
profits.”

The most successful farmer is the one 
who knows how to save and wisely apply 
everything about his premises, in the shape 
of manure. 
A tter having ex haunted every 
resource of his own. the farmer can look 
around tor commercial fertilizers, if he 
should need them. 
In the first place, see 
that everything possible is saved lo the 
horse stable. 
I like to have this stable nice 
and clcau. 
I have a tight floor of oak 
planks ju st a little sloping. I keep con­ 
stantly ou hand a supply of sawdust, and 
keep the floor littered with It. All liquids 
are absorbed by the sawdust, and being 
mixed with the other ingredients, it b t- 
c< un cs a Very valuable manure. 
It will 
heat rapidly and became “ fire tanged” if 
allowed to accumulate too long a lim e. 
My plan has been to haul and spread it 
almost as fast as it was made on whatever 
field I was pasturing or intended 
to 
plow for some crop. 
My method with cat­ 
tle was different. 
In w hiter I kept them 
stabled, aud had a constant supply ot Utter 
under them, sufficient to keep them clean 
and dry. 
W henever the accumulation of 
m anure gets too large I haul it away, 
spreading it immediately. 
la the day 
time I let the stock run to a straw heap in 
the barn yard, which is small in compass 
and supplied with a pum p tor watering. 
in the spring I pile all the accumulations 
ol the farming in a compact heap and let 
it remain until after harvest, by which time 
it wilt be thoroughly fermented and decay­ 
ed. 
lf there should be any dry straw re­ 
maining in the stack, I see that it is thor­ 
oughly mingled with the debris of the heap 
so that it may be decomposed. 
I usually 
have a uiowiug field which I intend to put 
in corn the next season. 
A9 soon as this 
is mowed, I spread nu all the manure from 
the barn-yard , I then pasture the field, 
and continue hauling m anure upon it dur­ 
ing the tall and winter, until it is covered. 
I have a trough which conducts ail the 
waste w ater I rom the kitchen and w ash­ 
house to a receptacle prepared to receive it 
immediately behind the privy. 
Here I 
have a large heap of sawdust, leaves etc. 
Kach day the contents of this receptacle 
are poured oyer this heap with a long- 
handled dipper. 
Settled in the ground 
under the privy is a tight box ; every few 
days the waste water is tam e J over the 
compost heap. 
A thick layer of sawdust 
is spread in the hen-house, from time to 
time, thus keeping it neat aud also diluting 
the droppings ot the poultry until it be­ 
comes a most valuable manure, and it is 
easy to spread aud bandle.— (Jvvrttpuiulcni 
Xcte Vvrk Tribune.

Keening Amjles. 
The Southern Farmer collecting from 
the various sources, gives the lolloping 
plans for keeping apples: 
T. M. llarver, ot Mew York, largely en­ 
gaged, picks hts apples when ripe, packs 
them in barrels with many leaves, and 
tuey keep well nearly every year. He says 
little aa to hts plan oi changing them In 
extreme cold weather, simply asserting 
that he studies and practices what he finds 
will best preserve them from freezing. 
J. H. Jackson, New York, places bi9 ap­ 
ples in barrels, with tas Rule bandiing as 
possible, and when the weather becomes 
frosty the Hint is put where it is just warm 
enough lo keep them from freezing. He 
has kept them also by burying them Uke 
potatoes iu thoroughly dry dirt or nice. 
clean sand, well dried in the summer. J. 
Wilson. New York, keeps apples during 
the wiuter and until spring by barreling 
aud covering up the barrels in a straw 
stack, arranged to ventilate and close up 
when needed. 
I). Milbner regards the great requisite 
in keeping apples as the must carelul hand* 
ling and as little of it as possible, and an 
even, cool temperature, never allowing it 
cold 
enough to freeze. C. Hamilton 
keeps apples different from any and all 
others, 
by 
letting 
them 
remain 
on 
the 
trees 
until 
thoroughly 
chilled by the frost and then putting them 
in a cold cellar. He keeps them till a new 
crop is ripened, and he always has plenty 
of iruit to sell. 
B. Frees ham, Tennessee, picks his apples 
off of the trees carefully, lays them thin on 
a floor, and thus leaves them till freezing 
weather approaches, when he takes them 
to his apple house bed made of pure dry 
sand, and covers them entirely over so that 
no air can penetrate, and takes them out 
sound aud fresh the next spring. 
One of 
his neighbors packs his apples in sawdust, 
aoother uses tan balk, while a third uses 
plaster of pans. All agree that 
apples 
should not be bruised, nor should they be 
put away damp._____________

Prairie Farmer. 
So long that we cannot recall the year, 
Mr. Al. L. Dunlap, now dead, well known 
all over the West as “Rural,” from bls ag- 
ricultul writings in toe Chicago Tiihune, 
abd for bi) practical contribu’ions to ag­ 
ricultural art, scot the |Praine Farmer 
what he called a weed hook, which he had 
invented. It was simply a bar of iron at­ 
tached to the beam ot inc plow so curved 
that it would catch the grass or long weeds 
and give them such a twist that they were 
completely covered by the furrow. Air. 
Dunlap was not the kind of a man who. 
originating some simple device for facili­ 
tating farm work, rushed straightway for 
a patent. 
We have often wondered that 
some enterprising chap did not pirate it. 
but thought perhaps it was because this 
simple device was so widely known that 
even the savants at 
the patent cilice 
would refuse the claim. 
Such, however 
seems not t<. be the fact, as the following 
from “IWral Jr.,” son of the late M. L. 
Dunlap, iu the Chicago Tribune, shows:
